COLOR GROUPS: Each variety is listed in the color group to which it is 
usually assigned.

The dividing line be- 
tween blush, light pink, dark pink, red is often hotly disputed. So take these 
color classifications with a grain of salt. 


TYPES: DOUBLE—Those that are full double or have stamens that are not 
prominent. Here are listed the great exhibition flowers, some of which have 
poor stems and are sometimes hard to open, marked U; also many of the best 
garden flowers we have, with strong stems, fine plants and beautiful flowers, 
marked G. 

DECORATIVE: Those that are especially useful in the garden and for house 
and arrangements.

These types are: SEMI-DOUBLE, which show prominent stamens either 
in rings of stamens and rows of petals or with several rows of guard petals and 
a center of yellow stamens. JAPANESE: One to three rows of guard petals and 
a center of more or less transformed stamens and anthers, ‘called staminodes, 
usually yellow or edged and tipped yellow with no visible pollen. SINGLE: One 
+o three rows of guard petals with a center of yellow pollen bearing stamens and 
anthers. These types should not be disbudded unless extra large flowers are 
desired. The side blooms are very beautiful and prolong the blooming season for 
each individual variety for a week or more.
